Fred H. Eaton, 


Attorney, Dead 


Had Long Been 
Prominent in Various 
Civic Affairs 


Attorney Fred H. Eaton of 66 
Central street, one fo the best- 
known lawyers of Essex county, 
died Wednesday morning at the 
Lawrence General hospital. Long 
associated with the civic life of 
Lawrence and Andover, his death 
will be mourned by those who knew 
him. He was 73. 

He was born in Lawrence, Sept. 
6, 1874, the son of James H. and 
Elizabeth F. (Jenness) Eaton, at- 
tended Lawrence schools and Phil- 
lips Academy, and in 1897 received 
his bachelor of laws degree at Bos- 
ton University Law school.

Upon Accepting Housing Authority 


A special town meeting for 
Tuesday evening, May 18, in the 
Municipal auditorium has been 
called by the Board of Selectmen 
to determine whether or not the 
town wishes to establish a Hous- 
ing authority under Section 26K, 
Chapter 121 of the General 
Laws. 

I¢ this Housing authority is 
approved by the town meeting 
steps will be taken immediately 
to participate in the housing pro- 
gram made possible by Chapter 
200 of the Acts of 1948, the pur- 
pose of which is to provide low 
rental housing for veterans. 

‘The new Veterans’ Housing 
Act can be adopted or rejected by 
each city or town as the voters 
decide. Under it there is no 


direct cost or loss to the com- 
munity, but a small appropriation 
of $500 will be asked, if adopted 
here, to cover incidental ex- 
penses. This sum, Chairman Roy 
B. Hardy said, is based upon an 
estimate by the Staté Housing 
authority. 


Under the act rentals will be 
at prices veterans can afford. The 
quotas earmarked for each com- 
munity are three percent of the 
assessed valuation, or approxi- 
mately $500,00 for the Town of 
Andover. 

The money will be obtained by 
the issuance of notes or bonds 
guaranteed by the Commonwealth 
as to principal and interest. The

HISTORICAL COMMENT 

By the time this edition of the 
Townsinan is on the stands, the 
primary elections in Massachu- 
setts will be over and the ballots 
counted. (Because of the number 
of names on the Democratic bal- 
lot, however, the counting may 
still be going on!) The Repub- 
licans and Democrats will have 
chosen their representatives to go 
to the National Conventions and 
will entrust in their hands the 
nomination of a President and 
Vice President for their parties. 
These delegates will go for the 
most part unpledged and will have 
been elected by less than ten per 
cent of the eligible voters in the 
state. 

The week of the conventions in 
Philadelphia will be anything but 
quiet, but nominees will be forth- 
coming. Who those nominees are 
to be will be determined largely 
by a small group in each party 
who will have the conventions 
well in hand. 

These men are the party lead- 
ers and the chairmen of conven- 
tions from the larger states who, 
by the art of horse-trading in 
those famous smoke-filled rooms 
far from the sweltering and mad- 
ding crowd of delegates but with 
pipe lines of information and mes- 


sengers, will have the final deter-| 


mination as to the result of the 
convention. They have to concen- 
trate on their job because if they 
delay, the conventions may get 
out of hand and choosé the wrong 
person from their point of view. 

This column is not concerned 
with approving or 
this method. Even 


though one 


may not like the idea of party} 


bosses, without’ leaders the con- 
ventions would be unmanageable. 

Wihle these men are at work, 
the convention is busy balloting 
until the word is passed down and 
a candidate moves out of dead- 
lock. Then delegation after dele- 
gation jumps on the _ winner’s 
wagon and the nomination is 
made. The nominee is notified and 
accepts informally. His formal 
speech of acceptance usually 
comes later on, however. 

The conventions then close, 
having framed platforms, named 
candidates and having appointed 
a new national committee. 


The next step, however, is the} 


nomination of presidential elect- 
ors, a question of some _ im- 
portance but little known to the 
average citizen. 


Next week we will take up this} 


further step toward the election 
of the President and Vice Presi- 
dent of the United States.

The American news- 
paper is peculiarly the medium for 
the expression of the minority not 
in power, because it is not under 
the control of government. 

“Free expression, creating pub- 
lic opinion, is the most important 
attribute of democracy, and a free 
newspaper is its most vital me- 
dium”. 

The Ohio editor pointed out that 
it is the responsibility of American 
journalism to provide objective re- 
porting, to furnish unslanted facts, 
to represent the whole people and 
special interests, and to join in a 
constructive effort to raise stand- 
ards. 

“Newspaper publishers will have 
freedom of the press’, he reminded | 
his audience of newspaper men and 
women, “so long as they deserve it 
through devotion to public wel- 
fare”. 

Patterson declared: ‘We are en- 
gaged in widening the horizons of 
men’s thinking. This is surely some- 
thing of human progress, something 
eternally purposeful in this effort. 
May we editors write over out 
doors, over our minds, over our 
hearts, those words of Thomas 
Jefferson, carved in stone and set 
above the entrance to the Univer- 
sity of Virginia: ‘Enter by this gate- 
way to seek the light of truth, the 
way of honor, and the will do work 
for man’. 

“LT have the faith to believe that 
this is the spirit which animates 
the better part of the leadership of 
American journalism. May we ever 
speak freely, but God give us to 
speak only after thinking, with un- 
derstanding, with common sense 
and with tolerance”. 

Finally, the editor said, “Freedom 
of the press can be destroyed by 
economic strangulation, just as 
surely as it can be destroyed by 
political action. A newspaper must 
be profitable to be free, and to con- 

tinue to be the channel for the as- 
pirations of the people.

Fruitmen To Ge 
Pest Warnings 


To spray or not to spray is a 
question which Massachusetts 
fruitmen will be pondering many 
times in the months to come. The 
answer depends upon the weather 
as well as upon the development 
of blossoms and fruit in the 
orchard. 

To help the fruitmen decide 
the question the United States 
Weather Bureau at East Boston, 
the county agricultural agents, 
and the University of Massachu- 
setts plant and pest authorities 
have worked out an elaborate 
system of weather and pest 
warnings. 

Agricultural agents and key 
fruitmen over the state will keep 
the university men informed of 
fruit and pest development. The 
weather station will issue a daily 
special farm weather forecast. 
Putting the two together the 
university men will issue warn- 
ings every Monday and Wednes- 
day for radio use on Tuesday and 
Thursday. 

The special warnings issued 
for Tuesdays and Thursdays from 
the University will be carried as 
follows: WBZ, 6:50 a m.; 
WNAC, 6:15 a. m.; WEEI, 6:10
